FOOD: Alan KB7POR has volunteered to coordinate the feeding activities. Let there be food! 


RADIO EQUIPMENT: Brad N7NVC has again offered to donated his ICOM 725 for use by the Novice/Tech. 
station. We still need a 12-V capable HF transceiver with antenna for the CW station. John NOLRH, who had 
lent equipment the last few years, is no longer in the area, so this is your opportunity to step up and help. Almost 
any modern HF transceiver will do, and if you don’t have an adapter with lugs for a 12-V battery we can make one. 
We have dipoles for 80m and 40m, and we will be needing antenna(s) for the higher bands. Multi-band verticals 
have worked well in the past. Assorted keyers, keys, mikes, ‘phones, tuners, and other accessories are also 
needed. Also, an extra deep-cycle 12-V battery or two is always a good insurance policy. 


RADIO FOLKS: We need OPERATORS to agree to be on duty during specific hours to ensure that the stations 
are up and operating for the full 24 hours, and we need volunteers to set up and take down stations. This is 
especially important for the Novice/Tech station as the rules state that the station must be set up as well as 
operated by Novices and Technicians. This is a great way for newer hams to get to know some of their fellow club 
members. If you’ve been to a meeting or two and still don’t quite feel “in,” doing this will fix that feeling pronto. 
So someone, please offer to give Janet a hand! It takes several people to get the antennas up. 


OTHER EQUIPMENT: 1. Alan KB7POR has offered use of his tent. That will cover the 3 basic stations. However, 
there may be several other ancillary stations (VHF/UHF, satellite, packet) thatwe run for bonus points so one more 
tent, or an RV, to house a station or stations will be required. A heavy canvas tent will work best, but with 
precautions we can use a lighter tent as well.

W Senate Bill 576 apparently going away 


Bill would prohibit handheld radio use while driving 

While Oregon legislators get ready this week for the 
final push to end the 68th regular session, it appears that 
mobile radio and cellular telephone use may continue as we 
knit if for another two years. During the early days of the 
legislature, Sen. Dick Springer introduced and sponsored 
S576, proposing to create "driving while using a mobile 
telephone" a Class D traffic infraction. 

Officers would site drivers committing the offense "if 
the person uses a mobile telephone while driving or moving 
a vehicle on a highway." Maximum fine would be $95. The 
clear target were those drivers with cel phones plastered to 
their ears, who have troulb concentrating on their driving 
while in this position. I'm sre you've seen your share ot these 
children of the '90's. 

But the authors of this proposal had some trouble in 
trying to define what a mobile telephone is, as evidenced by 
this language: "As used in this section 'mobile telephone’ 
means a hand-held device designed to receive and transmit 
voice commuication over a distance." 

As you can see, this would make it hard to operate 
your hand-held two meter radio in the car.. What about 
holding a microphone? This could really make a dent in 
business radio use, too. It appears that this particular piece of 


\_Jlegislation is headed nowhere. The legislative computer 


indicated that S576 is still awaiting its first committee hearing. 
And while it won't be for certain until the gavel comes down 
to close the 68th session, both houses have indicated that the 
deadline has passed to begin moving new bills. 

My guess is that when the well-financed cellular 
providers heard about this one, their lobbyists went into 
action. However, if the right legislator is chairman of the right 
committee, something could still happen. Also, this bill could 
be revised and amended, or, its provisions could be incorpo- 
rated into amendments of a totally different bill. It won't be 
over until the fat lady sings, and that's expected to happen 
sometime later in May or June. Meanwhile, look fora flurry of 
activity during this last several weeks, with most of the 
attention on the priorities of the state budget and salary 
negotiations with state employees. The main thing to 
rememgberis with the recent and current heavy growth in the 
cellular phone industry, laws concerning their impact on 
driver safety will continue. With the broad language express 
in S576, we must keep in tune with these proposals and be 
ready to let the right people know the difference between 
normal 2-way use and the spliting of concentration caused by 
a driver with a phone pressed up against his or her head.

.....from the March/April AMSAT JOURNAL 


Two amateur satellites were lost when their launch vehical failed to achieve 
orbit. The Mexican satellite UNAMSAT and the Israeli-built Gurwin-1 TECHSAT wer e part of the payload 
of a Russian SS-25 rocket. The failure was caused by failure of the third stage to burn completely. As 
aresult, the fourth stage ignited too early, before the separation of the third and fourth stages. As aresult, 
the launcher blew up. 


Both satellites were designed for packet radio use. The Israeli built Gurwin-1 TECHSAT was a 9600 bit/ 
s store and forward satellite. The Mexican UNAMSAT was a 1200 bit/s store and forward satellite. 


Reports from the Israeli and Mexican project sponsors indicate that both satellites will be reconstructed.

INTRODUCTION TO PACKET RADIO - PART 3 - 
by Larry Kenney, WB9LOZ 

In Part 2 | talked about how to get on the air and 
make your first QSO. Now let’s take a look at some of 
the commands that are available in your TNC to help 
improve your station operation. 

TNC COMMANDS: The TNC, or Terminal Node 
Controller, that “little black box” we’ve talked about in 
the past, has more than 100 different commands for you 
touse. You're able to customize your packet operating 
with these commands and turn on and off various 
features as you wish. Notall TNCs are exactly alike, but 
all have pretty much the same functions. I'll be using the 
commands used by the TNC2 and clones in my 
examples. 

We covered a few of the commands previously: 
CONTROL C for entering command mode, MYCALL, 
MONITOR, CONNECT, and DISCONNECT. Nowlet’s 
discuss a few that can change the way your station 
functions. 


DWAIT: Used to avoid collisions, DWAIT is the number 
of time units the TNC will wait after last hearing data on 
the channel before it transmits. | have DWAIT set to 16, 
and have found that to work well. 


PACLEN: Determines the number of characters in 
your packets, ranging from 1 to 256. The more characters 
you send per packet, the longer it takes to transmit the 
information and the greater your chances are of noise, 
interference or another station wiping it out. I’ve found 
a PACLEN of 80, which is the length of one line, to be 
agood value. When working a station nearby, PACLEN 
can be increased. When working a distant station, it 
should be decreased. 


RETRY: Your TNC will retransmit a packet if it doesn't 
receive an acknowledgement from the station you're 
working. RETRY indicates the number of times the TNC 
will try to get the packet through before giving up and 
disconnecting. This can be set from 1 to 15, but I've 
found 8 to 10 to work well. Less than that causes an 
unnecessary disconnect if the channel happens to be 
busy, but more than that clutters up the channel. 

The following TNC commands affect the monitoring 
mode and what you see on the screen: 


ECHO: This command tells the TNC whether or not it 

should send what you type back to the monitor screen. 

If you don’t see anything when you type, set ECHO to 

ON. Ilff yyoouu sseeee ddoouubbllee, like that, set 

ECHO to OFF. This setting will depend on how your 
) particular computer system functions. 


CONV (converse mode): Your TNC will automatically 
switch to this mode when you connect with someone, 
but you can also do it by entering CONV (CR) at the 
Cmd: prompt. When in converse mode, anything you 
type will be transmitted via the path you set with 
UNPROTO. (See the next Paragraph.) Anyone in 
monitor mode will be able to read what you transmit. 
Packets in converse mode are sent only once and are 
not acknowledged, so there is no guarantee that they'll 
get through. This mode is used frequently for sending 
CQ's. 


MONITOR: This must be ON for you to monitor anything. 
When ON, you see packets from other stations on the 
frequency you're tuned to. What packets you see is 
determined by other commands from the list below. If 
MONITOR is OFF, you see only packets sent to you 
while you're connected to another station. 


MALL: If MALL is ON, you receive packets from 
stations that are connected to other stations, as well as 
packets sent in unproto (unconnected) mode. This 
should be ON for “reading the mail”. If MALLis OFF, you 
receive only packets sent in unproto mode by other 
stations. 


UNPROTO: This command designates the path used 
when in converse mode. The default is CQ, but you can 
enter a series of digipeaters if you wish, or a specific 
group or club name. Some examples: 

CQ v WB6SDS-2,W6SG-1,AJ7L SFARC v 
W6PW-1,W6PW-4 
Remember, you have to change UNPROTO for use on 
different frequencies, unless you leave it set simply to 
“CQ”. 


MCOM: If ON, you see connect <C>, disconnect <D>, 
acknowledge <UA> and busy <DM> frames in addition 
toinformation packets. If OFF, only information packets 
are seen. 


‘ FRACK: This determines how long your TNC will wait 
for an acknowledgement before resending a packet. It 


MCON: If ON, you see packets from other stations 
while you're connected to someone else. This can get

okay. If OFF, the monitoring of other stations is stopped 
when you're connected to another station. 


MRPT: If ON, you see a display of all the stations used 
as digipeaters along with the station originating the 
packet and the destination station. If OFF, you see only 
the originating and destination stations. For example, 
if you have MRPT ON, you might see a transmission 
such as this: 

K9AT>WB6QVU,WEPW-5": I'll be leaving for the 
meeting at about 7:30. If MRPT was OFF, the same 
transmission would look like this: 

K9AT>WB6QVU: I'll be leaving for the meeting at about 
7:30. In the first case, you can see that the W6PW-5 
digipeater was being used. The asterickindicates which 
station you were hearing the packet from. Inthe second 
case you have no idea if digipeaters are being used or 
what station you were receiving. 


HEADERLN: If you have this turned ON, the header of 
each packet is printed on a separate line from the text. 
If OFF, both the header and packet text are printed on 
the same line. 


MSTAMP: Monitored packets have the date and the 
time the packet was received if MSTAMP is ON. If it’s 
OFF, the date/time stamp is not shown.
